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Superintendent’s Report 


Andover, N. H., February 7, 1924 


To the Board of Education and the Citizens of the 
School District of Danbury: 

I hereby submit my fifth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. The statistical table and the 
roll of perfect attendance form a part of this report, 
which also concerns matters of the present school year. 


Good work is being done in all our schools. The 
Center opened late and was much broken up in the fall 
by whooping cough. The three North Road children 
were transported tothe Center until December, when five 
new pupils coming into the district made it necessary to . 
open the school. A teacher for the winter term was se- 
cured from the Keene Normal School. 


Texts much neededin language and grammar have 
been purchased this year, and the set of ‘‘Everyday 
Arithmetics’’ begun last year has been completed. 
Turkington’s ‘‘My Country’’, a civics text for grade 
eight, and several sets of supplementary readers have 
been added. We must have moresuch reading matter 
to meet the state requirement. New blackboards at 
South Danbury are a great help to Mrs. Taylor with her 
first grade of ten pupils. 


No extensive repairs have been made this year, but 
the ceilings have been painted at the Center, South and 
Elmwood. ‘The side walls should be painted, as the 
wall board, no longer new, is growing dirty and un- 
sightly, and the casings of the new windows at South 
Danbury and the new woodwork at Elmwood need 
paint. At the Center the heating would be improved by 
a jacketed stove. 

Hot lunches are served at noon in the schools, which 
is a distinct advantage to children who eat light break- 
fasts and who walk or ride a long distance to school. 
The luncheons are simple, one hot dish only, usually 
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cocoa or some kind of soup, but this makes a wholesome 
addition to the cold lunch. 

The six pupils who completed the eighth grade in 
June entered high school or academy in September, 
Elizabeth Dicey going to Bristol, Marion Waldron, Myr- 
tle Wells, Clarence and Elsie Robinson to Franklin, and 
Vera Jenness to Proctor Academy. I have good re- 
ports of their work. : 


Standard tests in achievement and intelligence have 
been given as in the previous years. On November 12 
and 13the State Board of Education caused tests in 
arithmetic and spelling to be given to all the eighth 
grade pupils in New Hampshire. ‘The arithmetic test 
was that given in Springfield, about which so much 
was said at the time the papers were discovered some 
three years ago, and the spelling test was twenty words 
equal in difficulty to those of the Springfield list given 
at the same time as the arithmetic. These examinations 
were given in Springfield to the ninth grade high school 
pupils of average age 15 years, 6 months. ‘They were 
given in Danbury to eighth grade pupils, average age 
14 years, 6 months. In arithmetic the average grade in 
Springfield was 29.41 per cent., in Danbury it was 65 
per cent.; in spelling the average in Springfield was 
40.65 per cent., in Danbury 67 per cent. ‘These compare 
creditably with averages throughout the state. 


Last winter was too severe for carrying on any kind 
of business, yet our school year was not shortened and 
the per cent of attendance was 91, the same as in the 
previous year. The average for the state was 93.46. 
We ought to do as well as that this year, and we should 
if all parents realized the loss to their own children and 
to the schools from lack of regularity and punctuality. 
With the same average membership as in the preceding 
year there were more than twice the number of tardines- 
ses. 


The amount of state aid received last year, $459, is 
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to be increased for the coming year to $780, which is a 
substantial help. None of this state money is used for 
administrative expenses, alterations, or new equipment, 
but for the actual support of elementary schools, includ- 
ing teachers’ salaries, janitor service, transportation, 
books and supplies and other current expenses. 

The policy of the school board has been to make 
every dollar of the district revenue yield one hundred per 
cent returns. The strictest economy has been exercised, 
yet our schools,are at the same time efficient. The time 
is undoubtedly near when it will be necessary to increase 
certain expenditures to something nearer the average 
throughout the state. Underthe present law such in- 
crease will be taken care of by additional state aid, un- 
less for any particular branch of expense we exceed the 
average for similar service or purchase throughout the 
state. The children of Danbury should have advantag- 
es at least as good as the average in New Hampshire, 
and we should like to give them better than that. They 
are the one permanent investment for the town. 

I thank all school officers for cordial support, many 
parents for their courteous co-operation and the teachers 
for their loyalty and enthusiasm.
